For  example, 
when  the  price  of  silver  metal  hit  a  recent  low  of 
under  $1.30  an  ounce  a  few  years  ago,  rare  silver 
coins  (Liberty  seated  and  Barber  coins,  to  cite  but 
two  examples)  were  climbing  to  new  highs  The  only 
reason  we  mention  this  here  is  that  often  the  price 
movement  of  gold— a  popular  item  with  newspapers 
and  magazines  which  find  this  metal  an  ideal  subject 
for  feature  stories— is  sometimes  confused  with  the 
price  movement  of  rare  coins.

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should  know.’  His  reply  was,  “1  know  no  more  about 
what  will  happen  to  the  price  of  gold  than  1  know 
what  w  ill  happen  to  the  price  of  other  commodities 
such  as  soybeans  and  pork  bellies.  Why  do  you  ask 
me?  Would  you  telephone  a  stockbroker  or 
commodities  specialist  and  ask  him  how  rare  a  1796 
quarter  is  and  what  will  happen  to  the  price  of  it?” 
'Nuff  said. 

Vs  charts  and  tables  in  the  High  Profits  from  Rare 
Coin  Investment  and  Collecting  Rare  Coins  for  Profit 
books  amply  demonstrate,  the  price  of  rare  coins, 
taken  as  a  whole,  has  been  unaffected  by  the  several 
economic  recessions  which  have  characterized  our 
country's  financial  structure  in  recent  decades.

The  1737  and  1739  threepences  were  coined  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Higley,  a  physician  and  metallurgist.  In  1  728  he  purchased  property 
in  Connecticut  near  the  Granby  copper  mines.  He  mined  copper  ore 
and  sold  the  resulting  metal  on  the  market,  mainly  for  export  to 
England.  In  1737  he  made  the  first  of  the  threepence  tokens.  These 
bore  on  the  obverse  the  legend  THE  VALUE  OF  THREEPENCE.  As 
the  token  was  the  size  of  a  contemporary  British  halfpenny  but  was 
valued  at  six  times  as  much,  there  was  a  protest  against  their 
circulation,  and  many  local  merchants  ridiculed  the  Higley  coinage 
efforts. 

In  response  to  the  criticism  Dr.  Higley  produced  new  issues  which 
omitted  THE  VALUE  OE  THREEPENCE  (but  which  retained  the 
Roman  numeral  III)  and  substituted  for  it  the  inscription  VALUE 
ME  AS  YOU  PLEASE. 

In  May  1737  Dr.  Samuel  Higley  died  while  on  a  voyage  to 
England.  After  that  time,  coinage  was  continued  by  his  older  brother 
John.  Never  made  in  large  quantities  to  begin  with,  Higley 
threepence  pieces  became  scarce  quickly  after  their  issue.  One  reason 
advanced  for  this  was  that  local  metalsmiths  and  jewelers  melted 
down  many  of  these  pure  copper  coins  to  use  the  metal  as  alloy  for 
gold  and  silver.  In  any  event,  Higley  pieces  were  prime  rarities  when 
coin  collecting  first  became  popular  in  America  over  a  century  ago.

However,  the  recruiting 
work  as  well  as  the  coinage  was  halted  in  August  1796  when 
Myddelton  was  arrested  for  depleting  England  of  its  native  talent. 

The  presently-offered  coin  is  a  Choice  Proof  struck  in  silver.  The 
surfaces  have  beautiful  patination  as  acquired  over  a  long  period  of 
years.

Note;  These  pieces ,  considered  by  many  to  be  patterns  for  regular 
V.S.  coins,  were  produced  in  January  1  792  at  the  old  Coach  House 
on  6th  Street,  near  Chestnut  St.,  in  Philadelphia.  It  is  presumed  that 
had  the  U.S.  Mint  facilities  been  ready,  coinage  would  have  been 
effected  on  those  premises. 

The  designs  of  the  1792  Washington  half  dollar  were  engraved  by 
22  year-old  Peter  Getz  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  who  aspired  to 
the  position  of  Mint  engraver.  The  date  and  lettering  were  the  work 
of  Robert  Birch. 

The  original  Mint  Act  of  1792  provided  that  the  head  of  the 
president  (George  Washington  at  the  time)  appear  on  the  obverse  of 
each  coin.  This  legislation  was  prepared  by  Robert  Morris.  When 
presented  to  Congress,  the  bill  was  accompanied  in  each  instance  by 
a  silver  impression  (for  Senate  members)  or  by  a  copper  impression 


(for  House  of  Representative  members).  It  is  one  of  the  copper 
impressions  that  we  offer  above. 

The  House  of  Representatives  considered  the  Washington  head  to 
be  monarchial,  and  no  doubt  our  first  president  agreed  with  this 
philosophy.  The  legislation  was  subsequently  amended  to  provide  for 
the  Liberty  head  device  on  the  obverse.  All  of  the  other  1792 
patterns  —  the  Birch  cents,  half  dismes,  dismes,  etc.  —  conform  to 
the  latter  standard.

The  “Rub”  Defined 

What  do  we  mean,  precisely,  when  we  describe  an 
Uncirculated  coin  as  “with  rubbing,”  or  “rubbed”?  This  is  a 
standard  terminology  which  is  used  to  indicate  that  a 
strictly  Uncirculated  coin  does  not  have  flawless  high 
points.  Rare  coins  in  Mint  State  (the  desiderata  of 
collectors  everywhere)  have  been  avidly  collected  for  many 
years,  and  stored  in  wooden  cabinets,  metal  cabinets,  paper 
envelopes,  jewelers’  paper,  soft  plastic  (polyethylene)  enve¬ 
lopes,  and  of  course  albums.  These  materials  touch,  and 
often  slide  over,  a  coin’s  surfaces  innumerable  times.  And 
every  time  a  coin  gains  a  new  owner  it  is  handled  while 
being  transferred  to  its  new  home.  This  (often  frequent) 
contact  with  storage  materials— and  with  collectors  them¬ 
selves!— tends  to  create  friction,  or  hair's  width  slide  marks, 
on  the  high  points  of  coins.  In  the  old  days,  this  was  c  ailed 
“cabinet  friction”— which  is  exactly  what  it  was.  Every  time 
the  cabinet  tray  was  moved,  the  coins  resting  on  it  would 
slide  against  the  bottom  of  the  drawer,  which  over  time 
caused  traces  of  this  friction  to  appear  on  the  coins.  High 
points  would  appear  to  have  been  lightly  rubbed.  1  liese 
days  the  rubbing  is  caused  by  other  storage  materials,  but 
the  effect  is  the  same.  Thus  an  Uncirculated  or  Proof  coin 
“with  rubbing”  is  a  strictly  Mint  State  specimen  whose  only 
circulation  has  been  among  collectors.  Not  all  Mint  State 
coins  have  these  minor  blemishes,  but  coins  which  show  no 
telltale  marks  caused  by  collectors  are  few— and  are 
becoming  scarcer  all  the  time.  I  hey  invariably  command 
the  highest  prices.  When  you  think  about  what  Mint  State 
coins  with  light  rubbing  really  are,  though,  they  arc  good 
buys,  too!

1913  Liberty  Nickel  Offered  For  Sale 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries, 
Inc.  offers  for  sale  the  most  famous  American  coin  rarity:  the 
1913  Liberty  head  nickel. 

Over  the  years  we  have  had  many  wonderful  rarities  come 
our  way.  The  fabulous  1804  silver  dollar,  the  exceedingly  rare 
1894-S  dime  (we  have  handled  four  of  these),  several  1838-0 
half  dollars,  several  1876-CC  twenty-cent  pieces,  two  1907 
MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief  double  eagles,  and  others  are 
familiar  to  readers  ol  our  catalogues  and  price  lists.  And  yet 
there  has  been  one  coin— the  “rarest  of  the  rare”— which  has 
eluded  us  .  .  .  until  now.  The  1913  Liberty  nickel.  There  are 
but  five  known  specimens  ol  this  famous  coin,  and  the  piece 
we  now  offer  for  sale  is  among  the  finest  of  these. 

I  he  1913  Liberty  nickel  is  the  best-known  of  all  American 
eoin  rarities.  Much  of  this  fame  is  due  to  the  late  B.  Max  Mehl, 
the  most  colorful  coin  dealer  on  the  American  scene  during 
the  first  part  of  the  20th  century.  In  his  description  ol  the 
t  llsen  f  Collection  I  9  I  3  nickel  in  1 944,  Mehl  noted: 

/  plead  guilty  to  being  responsible  for  making  this  coin  so 
famous,  haring  used  it  in  all  of  my  national  advertising  for  a 


period  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  century,  during  which  time  it 
appeared  in  advertising  totaling  an  expenditure  of  well  over  a 
million  dollars!  .  .  .  Certainly,  this  great  coin  will  prove  a  most 
gratifying  source  of  possession  to  the  fortunate  owner  and  also 
a  profitable  investment  as  well. 

The  ownership  of  a  1913  Liberty  head  nickel  has  been  a 
sure  way  to  register  its  possessor  in  the  “numismatic  hall  ol 
fame.”  In  recent  years  owners  of  1913  nickels,  particularly 
J.V.  McDermott,  Aubrev  Bebee,  and  World-Wide  Coin  Com¬ 
pany,  have  received  tremendous  publicity. 

The  presently  offered  coin  traces  its  ancestry  through  the 
following  owners:  Samuel  Brown,  August  Wagner,  Col.  Ed- 
ward  H.R.  Green,  Burdette  Johnson,  James  Kelly,  Fred  Olsen, 
B.  Max  Mehl,  King  Farouk  of  Egypt,  Edwin  Hydeman,  Abe 
Kosoff,  World-Wide  Coin  Co.,  and  now,  Bowers  and  Ruddy 
Galleries.  We  are  presently  'co-owners  ol  the  coin  with 
World-Wide,  having  acquired  half  interest  in  the  piece  recently. 
The  coin  is  now  available  for  sale. 

History  of  the  1913  Liberty  Nickel 

Under  what  circumstances  were  the  1913  Liberty  nickels 
struck'.''  Who  made  them?  How  many  persons  were  involved? 

At  least  20  persons  have  owned  from  one  to  live  ol  the 
1913  Liberty  nickels.  In  recent  years  great  attention  has  been 
focused  on  two  particular  specimens  the  one  sold  when 
Aubrey  Bebee  cried  a  final  “$40,000’  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention  in  1907,  and  bought  the 
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coin  formerly  owned  by  James  V.  McDermott;  and  the 
presently  ollercd  coin,  which  has  been  featured  in  many 
nationwide  news  stories,  television  lealures,  and  has  “starred 
in  the  TV  series  Hawaii  Five-0.  The  presence  of  a  1913  nickel 
at  a  convention  and  both  the  Bebee  specimen  and  the  one 
offered  now  by  11s  have  been  made  available  from  time  to  time 
tor  display — has  drawn  thousands  of  additional  visitors! 

Numismatists,  writers,  and  editors  have  sparred  for  years  as 
they  attempted  to  silt  laet  from  legend.  Doubtless  the 
relentless  radio  campaign  of  B.  Max  Mehl,  Fort  Worth,  Texas, 
of  the  1930  s  helped  make  the  coin  the  best-known,  most- 
sought  American  coin— and  gave  boost  to  coin  collecting  in 
general.  The  publicity  campaign,  which  earned  a  special 
commendation  for  Mr.  Mehl  from  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  helped  make  thousands  of  Americans  more 
conscious  of  their  coins  and  coin  collecting  as  a  hobby. 

Some  past  otvners  hid  their  coin  under  a  bushel.  Others  have 
generously  and  eagerly  offered  theirs  for  display  as  a  major 
drawing  card  at  a  show  or  convention.  Two  specimens  of  this 
famous  coin  were  exhibited  at  the  ANA  convention  in  Dallas, 
Texas,  in  1953  when  the  Louis  Eliasberg  and  J.V.  McDermott 
specimens  were  viewed  by  the  public. 

Current  owners  of  the  1913  Liberty  nickel  are:  (1)  Louis 
Eliasberg,  Baltimore,  Maryland;  (2)  Hon.  R.  Henry  Norweb, 
Cleveland,  Ohio;  (3)  Aubrey  Bebee,  Omaha,  Nebraska;  (4) 
World-Wide  Coin  Co.  and  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries-  the 
specimen  we  now  offer  for  sale;  and  (5)  the  R.J.  Reynolds 
family  in  North  Carolina. 

The  history  of  the  1913  nickel  has  long  been  shrouded  in 
mystery.  The  actual  facts  probably  remain  buried  with  those 
persons  who  might  have  been  able  to  account  lor  them  during 
their  lifetime.  Perhaps  the  true  account  woidd  increase  or 
decrease  the  value  of  the  coins;  as  long  as  the  mystery  does 
continue,  they  will  probably  continue  to  be  the  cherished 
coins  of  our  age. 

The  Liberty  head  nickel  was  lirst  struck  lor  circulation  in 
1883.  It  was  to  survive  29  years.  In  the  summer  of  1912, 
James  Earle  Fraser  was  completing  his  designs  lor  a  Bulfalo- 
Indian  head  type  nickel. 

At  this  time  we  must  set  our  personality  stage,  to  name 
persons  to  positions  who  will  be  prominent  as  we  attempt  to 
unravel  the  threads  of  a  still-complicated  event. 

The  secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  Franklin  MacVeagh; 
George  E.  Roberts  was  director  of  the  Mint;  John  H.  Landis 
the  superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  On  December  18, 
1903,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  Samuel  W.  Brown,  had  joined 
the  staff  of  tin-  Philadelphia  Mint. 

Brown  was  proposed  for  membership  in  the  ANA  in  the 
April  1906  issue  of  The  Numismatist ,  vouched  for  by  Stephen 
K.  Nagy  and  Dr.  Heath.  Nagy,  a  Philadelphia  resident,  had 
joined  the  ANA  about  six  months  before.  In  the  June  issue  ol 


The  Numismatist ,  1906,  Brown  was  assigned  membership 

number  808. 

Brown  was  assigned  duties  at  the  Mint  as  assistant  curator  ol 
the  Mint  collection  and  later  as  a  storekeeper. 

In  mid- 1  91  2,  nickel  activity  at  the  Mint  centered  around  the 
designs  for  the  buffalo-Indian  head  nickel  under  preparation 
by  Fraser,  scheduled  for  production  in  1913.  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  MacVeagh  approved  the  new  coin  design  in  June. 

Clyde  D.  Mervis,  writing  in  the  July  1968  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  Magazine ,  said,  “Fraser’s  new  designs  were  slow  in 
coming,  and  since  the  Mint  had  a  schedule  to  maintain  with 
the  new  year  1913  breathing  down  its  neck,  the  diemaker 
presumably  went  about  his  business  of  preparing  advance  dies, 
making  up  sets  for  the  now-famous  1913  Liberty  head  nickel. 

“Satisfied  the  dies  were  satisfactory,  he  later  showed  the 
nickels  to  his  superior  lor  approval.  The  superior  acknowl¬ 
edged  the  trial  pieces,  but  told  the  worker  the  dies  would  not 
be  used— to  destroy  them  since  the  new  buffalo  design  had 
been  approved  and  should  be  made  ready  in  time  for  the  year 
1913.  The  worker  is  then  reputed  to  have  carelessly  tossed  the 
five  trial  coins  into  a  desk  drawer  where  they  lay  for  some 
time.” 

On  December  13,  1912,  Mint  Director  Roberts  instructed 
his  Philadelphia  staff:  “Do  nothing  about  five-cent  coinage  lor 
1913  until  the  new  designs  are  ready  for  use.  On  that  same 
day,  the  last  Liberty  head  nickel  dated  1912  was  officially 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

In  March  1958,  Lew  Hewitt,  editor  of  the  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  Magazine ,  wrote,  “Various  stories  have  circulated 
concerning  the  issuance  of  the  1913  nickels,  but  actual  proof 
of  the  circumstances  surrounding  their  leaving  the  Mint  has 
never  been  documented.  As  coinage  of  the  buffalo  type  did 
not  commence  until  February  21,  1913,  the  Mint  had  almost 
two  months  to  strike  the  Liberty  head  type  and  supply  all  the 
demand  from  collectors,  had  the  Mint  been  so  inclined. 
Collectors,  at  least  until  recent  years,  have  felt  that  the  Mint 
was  unethical  in  striking  a  few  pieces  instead  of  including  both 
types  in  the  1913  Proof  set,  therefore  the  coin  did  not  bring  a 
price  commensurate  with  its  rarity. 

“In  addition  to  the  five  1913  Liberty  head  pieces,  there  is  a 
1913  buffalo  in  copper  and  the  Farouk  catalog,  lot  number 
2029,  listed  a  1913  buffalo  without  artists  initials  [the  1913 
buffalo  nickel  in  copper  was  an  electrotype  impression  and  not 
a  trial  striking  | . 

“Stories,  theories,  rumors,  or  what  have  you  concerning 
these  coins  boil  down  to  these  main  versions: 

“(  1)  They  were  struck  to  exchange  lor  coins  needed  lor  the 
Mint  collection. 

“(2)  The  coiner  and  engraver  were  amusing  themselves  and 
struck  the  pieces  which  years  later  found  their  wax  on  to  the 
numismatic  market. 
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"(3)  They  were  struck  exclusively  for  a  wealthy  collector. 

"Regardless  of  the  'why  of  issue,  under  standard  Mint 
practices  of  the  period  all  that  was  necessary  for  those  who 
were  responsible  for  their  striking  was  to  pay  the  proof  and 
medal  fund  eight  cents  for  each  coin  and  walk  out  of  the  Mint 
building  with  them.” 

In  the  September  1963  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine, 
Lee  Hewitt  commented,  “Unless  the  order  for  the  buffalo 
nickel  design  was  received  in  mid-summer  of  1912,  the 
engraving  department  probably  changed  the  1912  hub  to  1913 
as  a  matter  of  routine  and  the  five  specimens  of  the  1913 
Liberty  head  nickels  are  die  trials.” 

Don  Taxay,  writing  in  1963,  was  the  first  to  disclose  that 
Samuel  W.  Brown,  the  first  man  to  publish,  set  a  price  on,  and 
display  all  five  1913  Liberty  head  nickels,  was  an  ex-curator  of 
the  Mint  cabinet  who,  in  1913,  was  still  employed  at  the  Mint 
as  storekeeper.  Taxay  went  on  to  say  that  in  his  opinion  the 
1913  Liberty  head  nickels  were  not  trial  pieces  or  set-up  pieces 
to  test  the  dies  but,  rather,  they  were  made  by  or  for  Brown  as 
a  caprice. 

Eric  P.  Newman,  a  former  1913  Liberty  head  nickel  owner 
and  a  well-known  numismatic  scholar,  also  wrote  about  the 
1913  nickel  in  1963: 

"1  still  have  the  special  leather  case  made  for  these  nickels 
and  formerly  had  the  opportunity  to  study  all  five  coins  at  one 
time.  The  important  fact  which  1  think  should  be  further 
emphasized  is  that  Samuel  W.  Brown,  original  owner  of  all  five 
nickels,  was  guilty  of  deceptive  practices  from  which  one 
could  conclude  that  the  coins  were  improperly  or  unlawfully 
acquired  by  him. 

“He  worked  for  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  various  capacities 
from  December  IB,  1903,  until  his  resignation  on  November 
14,  1913.  Although  a  coin  collector  and  a  member  of  the  ANA 
since  1906,  he  kept  the  nickels  he  obtained,  secreted  for  seven 
years  and  told  no  one  abont  them.  [This  is  in  reference  to  the 
fact  that  no  hint  of  the  existence  of  the  1913  Liberty  nickel 
was  known  until  1919.  |  He  obviously  feared  disclosure  of 
them.  He  then  advertised  in  The  Numismatist,  beginning  in 
December  1919,  to  buy  for  $500  (later  $600),  1913  Liberty 
nickels  which  were  then  unknown  and  which  he  knew  no  one 
else  could  have.  Why  should  he  want  to  buy  such  a  coin  when 
he  already  had  five  of  them?  .  .  .  The  reason  was  to  build  up 
the  [trice  of  the  pieces  he  possessed. 

"In  the  summer  of  1920  he  showed  the  pieces,  privately,  in 
the  special  ease  at  the  Chicago  ANA  convention  and  said  that 
the  disclosure  was  off  the  record  .  .  .  When  asked,  In*  did  not 
disclose  how  he  had  obtained  them  ... 

Such  is  a  summary  of  what  is  now  known  or  theorized 
about  the  origin  of  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickels.  As  official 
records  are  lacking  and  the  persons  involved  are  no  longer 
living,  the  true  story  will  probably  never  be  known  for  sure. 


There  are  many  other  American  coin  rarities  whose  histories 
are  similarly  unknown.  Take  for  example  the  illustrious  series 
of  pattern  25c  and  50c  pieces  of  the  year  1916.  So  far  as  we 
know,  there  is  no  official  record  of  how  many  were  strucK  or 
to  whom  the  several  different  die  varieties  were  distributed. 
The  famous  1894-S  dime,  described  in  detail  on  pages  22  and 
23  of  our  Rare  Coin  Review  No.  21,  likewise  has  an  origin 
shrouded  in  mystery,  and  there  are  several  theories  of  how  and 
why  the  pieces  were  struck.  There  are  many  other  examples  as 
well. 

The  1913  Liberty  Head  Nickel  and  Numismatics 

Now  that  the  production  of  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickels 
has  been  explored  and  remains  as  clouded  as  ever,  let  us  trace 
the  coins  through  their  various  owners,  describe  some,  and 
attempt  to  visualize  the  mark  left  on  numismatics  by  these 
owners  and  the  attendant  publicity. 

Samuel  W.  Brown  is  the  starting  point  for  the  pedigree  of  all 
known  specimens.  The  October  1920  issue  of  The  Numis¬ 
matist,  reporting  on  the  ANA  convention  in  Chicago  the  past 
August,  commented: 

“Samuel  W.  Brown  of  North  Tonawanda,  New  York,  was 
present  for  a  short  time  on  Monday.  He  had  with  him  a 
specimen  of  the  latest  great  rarity  in  United  States  coinage— 
the  nickel  of  1913  of  the  Liberty  head  type.  It  was  among  the 
exhibits  the  remainder  of  the  convention  with  a  label 
announcing  that  it  was  valued  at  $600,  which  amount  Mr. 
Brown  announced  he  is  ready  to  pay  for  all  prool  specimens 
offered  to  him. 

“An  explanation  of  its  rarity  is  that  at  the  close  of  1912, 
the  Mint  authorities  not  having  received  orders  to  use  the  dies 
of  the  buffalo  type  nickel  at  the  beginning  of  1913,  prepared  a 
master  die  of  the  Liberty  head  type  dated  1913,  and  from  this 
master  die  a  few  pieces— believed  to  be  five— in  prool  were 
struck.  None  of  these  are  believed  to  have  been  placed  in 
circulation.” 

The  August  1944  issue  of  The  Numismatist  carried  Brown’s 
obituary,  as  follows: 

“Samuel  W.  Brown,  64,  of  North  Tonawanda,  N.Y.,  died  on 
June  17,  altera  year’s  illness.  A  native  of  Pennsylvania,  he  had 
resided  in  North  Tonawanda  lor  many  years,  taking  an  active 
part  in  civic  allairs,  serving  as  mayor  tor  several  terms,  and  lor 
10  years  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  education.  Before 
leaving  his  native  state  he  was  employed  for  a  time  as 
storekeeper  in  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  and  after  located  in 
New  York  state  he  at  one  time  was  appointed  a  member  ot  the 
Assay  Commission.  His  former  membership  in  the  ANA  was 
acquired  many  years  ago,  his  number  being  BOB. 

At  this  point  we  mention  that  Mr.  Brown’s  record  ol  public 
service  in  North  Tonawanda  was  certainly  outstanding.  This, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  he  openly  advertised  lor  1913 
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FOR  SALE.

In  center,  Colonel  Edward  H.  R.  Green  and  his  wife  Mabel 
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Liberty  head  nickels,  would  lead  one  to  think  that  Mr.  Brown 
was  secure  in  his  position  regarding  the  coins  and  risked  no 
scandal  or  unfavorable  investigation.  It  is  certainly  possible 
that  he  obtained  the  pieces  legally,  although  perhaps  not 
openly.  In  the  same  manner,  the  superintendent  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint,  Dagget,  acquired  two  or  three  1894-S  dimes  at 
the  time  ot  issue  and  gave  one  to  his  daughter,  1 1  all  ie. 
Although  the  reasons  may  have  been  different,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  existence  of  the  1894-S  dime  was  not  known 
to  or  suspected  by  numismatists  until  the  year  1900,  six  years 
later-  which,  coincidentally,  was  the  same  number  of  years 
that  the  1913  Liberty  nickel  remained  a  secret. 

In  1924,  we  find  August  Wagner  offering  the  five  coins 
through  his  stamp  shop  in  Philadelphia  for  $2,000  for  the  lot. 
We  do  not  know  the  actual  sale  price,  but  Colonel  Edward 
Howland  Robinson  Green  purchased  the  set  of  five  and  kept 
them  until  his  death  12  years  later. 

Green  was  horn  in  London,  England,  August  22,  1068,  the 
son  of  Edward  Henry  Green  and  Hetty  Howland  Robinson. 
The  elder  Green  died  March  19,  1902,  at  age  80. 

Before  Green  was  20  years  of  age,  his  right  leg  was 
amputated  seven  inches  above  the  knee.  Even  so,  he  stood  six 
feet,  lour  inches,  and  weighed  300  pounds. 

Just  after  reaching  his  22nd  birthday  in  September  1890, 
Green  and  “some  of  the  boys”  visited  Chicago’s  red  light 
district  one  evening.  There  he  was  charmed  by  Mabel  Harlow, 
tall,  redheaded,  and  attracted  to  money.  She  was  variously 
known  as  Mrs.  M.E.  Staunton,  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Kitlerage, 
deVries,  or  Campbell. 

Arthur  H.  Lewis,  in  The  Day  They  Shook  the  Plum  Tree , 
has  Mary  Cammack,  Dallas,  Texas,  recall  Mabel.  “Mabel  was 
beautiful  and  had  long,  wavy,  red  hair  which  she  could  let 
down  to  her  hips.  She  used  to  allow  my  older  sister  to  comb  it 
out  for  her.  She  used  lots  of  make-up,  but  on  her  it  looked 
good. 

Green  was  given  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad  by  his  mother, 
to  play  with  as  other  children  play  with  electric  and  wind-up 
trains.  Green  was  never  happier  than  when  he  rode  in  the  cab 
of  a  steam  engine  on  the  TMRR.  His  palatial  Pullman  car  was 
variously  called  999,  Mabel,  the  Lone  Star,  and  again,  999. 

Lewis  tells  how  Green  acquired  the  title  “colonel.”  Green 
had  gone  to  Terrell,  Texas,  in  his  Pullman,  then  called  the 
Lone  Star,  on  November  8,  1910.  Terrell  was  his  home,  and  it 
was  election  day.  After  returning  from  casting  his  ballot, 
Governor  O.B.  Colquitt  and  a  party  of  friends  met  with  Green, 
and  the  governor  proposed  a  toast:  “To  ‘Colonel’  E.H.R. 
Green,  the  newest  and  finest  member  of  my  staff.  On 
November  10,  formal  written  appointment  as  lieutenant 
colonel  came  to  Green  from  the  governor. 

Hetty  Green,  his  mother,  died  on  July  I,  1916,  and  on  July 
10,  1916.  Edward  and  Mabel  were  married,  alter  a  courtship 


of  26  years.  Estates  were  established  at  Round  Hills,  near  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts,  and  Star  Island  overlooking  Biscayne 
Bay,  Florida.  At  Round  Hills,  in  1925,  he  established  a  flying 
field  and  hired  Bert  and  Priscilla  Hill  to  operate  a  training 
school. 

At  Star  Island,  Lewis  writes,  “To  the  rear  of  the  projector 
was  a  vault  containing  the  colonel’s  library  of  pornographic 
films,  which  experts  considered  the  world’s  choicest.” 

Green  died  on  June  8,  1938,  at  Lake  Placid,  New  York, 
with  Mabel  at  his  side.  Willard  Snyder,  Philadelphia  stamp 
dealer,  helped  appraise  the  Green  estate.  He  wrote,  “What  also 
bothered  collectors  was  that  he  hung  on  to  almost  everything, 
even  when  he  had  a  complete  monopoly.  Take  the  1913 
Liberty  head  nickels.  If  you  were  a  coin  collector  when  you 
were  a  kid  you  must  have  seen  ads  in  magazines  which  read: 
‘Will  pay  up  to  $10,000  for  a  1913  Liberty  head  nickel. 

“Naturally,  kids  went  nuts  examining  live-cent  pieces 
wherever  they  saw  them.  The  ad  was  probably  placed  by  Col. 
Green  as  a  practical  joke.  The  truth  is  that  1913  was  the  year 
the  buffalo  nickel  was  minted,  and  there  weren’t  supposed  to 
be  any  more  Liberty  heads  ...  He  was  simply  having  fun, 
providing  excitement,  and  creating  lots  of  new  collectors.” 

Actually,  the  above  recollection  undoubtedly  refers  to  one 
of  the  countless  advertisements  featuring  the  1913  Liberty 
nickel  which  were  placed  by  dealer  B.  Max  Meld  in  Fort 
Worth,  Texas. 

F.C.C.  Boyd  appraised  the  coins  in  the  Green  hoard.  Buyer 
of  all  five  1913  Liberty  head  nickels  and  the  bronze 
[electrotype  |  was  Burdette  G.  Johnson,  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 
Johnson  and  Dayton,  Ohio,  dealer  James  F.  Kelly  then 
cooperated  to  offer  the  1913  nickels  to  numismatists.  In  later 
years  when  Kelly  prepared  the  Paramount  International  Loin 
Co.  auction  catalogue  for  the  1967  Miami  Beach  ANA 
convention  he  wrote: 

“There  has  always  been,  and  always  will  be,  considerable 
mystery  surrounding  the  origin  ot  the  1913  Liberty  head 
nickel.  For  what  it  may  be  worth,  it  is  my  opinion  that  these 
coins  were  struck  at  the  Mint  during  the  period  when  the  dies 
for  the  buffalo  nickel  were  being  prepared.  1  base  this  opinion 
on  extensive  conversations  with  the  late  James  Macallister, 
B.G.  Johnson,  and  Ira  Reed  during  that  period  when  I  handled 
three  of  these  nickels. 

“The  reason  for  the  person,  or  persons,  involved  in  striking 
these  coins  and  obtaining  them  from  the  Mint,  along  with 
withholding  knowledge  of  their  existence  can  only  be  specula¬ 
tion  and  never  a  known  fact.  .  .” 

Fred  Olsen  paid  James  Kelly  $900  lor  one  of  the  1913 
Liberty  head  nickels  in  the  late  1930  s.  It  was  auctioned  by  B. 
Max  Meld  on  November  7,  1944,  for  $3, <  50.00,  and  the  buyer 
was  King  Farouk  of  Egypt.  In  1949,  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  specimen 
of  the  nickel  was  sold  through  Abe  Kosoll  to  farouk  lor 
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$2,i  50,  at  which  time  the  Olsen  coin  was  again  offered  by 
Mehl  (who  handled  the  sale  of  certain  of  King  Farouk  s  coins) 
and  was  again  sold  tor  $3,  <50,  this  time  to  Edwin  Hydeman. 
This  is  the  specimen  we  now  offer  for  sale. 

Farouk  was  horn  February  11,  1920,  at  Abdin  l’alace,  near 
Cairo,  Egypt.  The  name  Farouk  is  an  appellation  of  the  caliph, 
Omar,  meaning  in  Arabic,  “one  who  knows  right  from  wrong.” 
According  to  Hugh  McLeave,  writing  in  The  Last  Pharaoh , 
Farouk  of  Egypt ,  Farouk  was  at  different  times  Farouk  the 
man  ol  the  people;  Farouk  the  pious;  Farouk  the  omniscient; 
Farouk  the  lion-hearted;  Farouk  the  Arab  leader;  Farouk  the 
virile;  Farouk  the  Casanova;  Farouk  the  great  gambler;  Farouk 
the  playboy;  and  Farouk  the  prophet. 

In  1938,  just  after  being  crowned  king  of  Egypt,  Farouk 
took  a  vacation  at  St.  Moritz,  Switzerland.  Instead  of  skiing,  it 
was  complained  that  “his  afternoons  he  spent  shopping  for 
watches  and  gold’ coins,  which  he  collected  by  the  hundreds.” 

Lavish  entertainment  was  found  at  his  private  house  on  a 
bend  of  the  Nile  River,  some  12  miles  south  of  Cairo,  called 
“Coin  Farouk.  Farouk  was  deposed  as  king  in  1952. 

In  1953,  the  government  decided  to  auction  the  royal 
treasures.  It  took  Sotheby’s  experts  more  than  three  months 
to  sift  and  arrange  the  hoard  which  Farouk  had  assembled. 
They  had  the  largest  stamp  collection  in  the  world,  some 
8,500  coins  and  medals  in  gold  and  104  in  platinum,  and 
1,261  works  of  art  in  gold  and  silver,  which  included  exquisite 
boxes,  clocks,  and  ornaments  by  the  great  Russian  jeweler  and 
goldsmith  Karl  Faberge. 

One  of  the  best-known  specimens  of  the  1913  Liberty  head 
nickel  was  that  sold  by  Kelly  to  James  V.  McDermott, 
one-time  steeplejack  who  later  became  an  outstanding  collec¬ 
tor  and  coin  dealer.  His  nickel  became  the  best  known  ol  the 
five,  because  instead  of  safely  ensconcing  it  in  some  salety 
deposit  vault  or  museum,  he  had  it  mounted  in  a  plastic  holder 
and  would  generously  loan  it  to  different  coin  clubs  lor 
display. 

McDermott  was  a  professional  coin  dealer,  benefiting  in 
publicity  greatly  from  this  generosity.  Soon  his  nickel  became 
synonymous  with  his  name,  the  “McDermott  nickel.  Report¬ 
edly  offered  up  to  $50,000.00  lor  the  coin,  he  preferred  to 
decline  all  offers,  continuing  to  make  the  coin  Ireely  available 
lor  exhibition  purposes. 

In  his  advertisement  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Maga¬ 
zine,  September  1957,  he  refers  to  the  ANA  convention  in 
Philadelphia:  “Wow,  it  really  was  the  biggest  convention  yet.  I 
sure  was  happy  to  see  so  many  old  friends,  also  to  meet  folks  1 
never  sold  coins  to.  Ouch!  That  man,  P.R.  Trotter,  was  there 
and  trying  to  steal  that  tliar  1913  nickel  from  me  but  the  best 
he’d  do  was  $19,000,  so  1  still  have  it.” 

The  reference  was  to  Powell  B.  Trotter,  a  Memphis  banker, 
who  confirmed  the  offer  and  recently  reported  that  he  still 


would  like  to  own  a  1913  nickel  someday.  The  $19,000  offer 
in  1957  was  generous.  In  that  same  year  we  (James  F.  Ruddy 
and  Q.  David  Bowers)  purchased  an  Uncirculated  1894-S  dime 
tor  $4,750.00  (current  value:  $100,000),  and  an  1804  silver 
dollar  was  valued  in  the  $  I  0,000  to  $15,000  range. 

James  V.  McDermott  passed  away  September  29,  1966,  in 
Milwaukee  at  the  age  of  68.  Thousands  of  numismatists  will 
long  remember  him  as  the  man  who  made  it  possible  lor  them 
to  see  the  rare  1913  Liberty  head  nickel.  His  widow  Elizabeth 
(Betts),  a  familiar  figure  in  the  hobby,  now  became  owner  ol 
the  famous  nickel.  The  coin  was  subsequently  consigned  lor 
sale  to  the  1967  ANA  convention  auction  in  Miami. 

The  McDermott  nickel  unquestionably  “stole  the  show  at 
the  76th  annual  ANA  convention  as  the  auction  room  was 
jammed  to  capacity,  with  little  standing  room  for  newcomers 
as  the  historic  event  approached.  Auctioneer  James  Kelly,  who 
years  earlier  had  owned  three  of  the  original  live  1913  Liberty 
nickels,  announced  Lot  2214  to  the  tense  crowd  as  cameras 
clicked  and  tape  recorders  whirred.  After  introductory  re¬ 
marks,  Kelly  cried:  “We’re  starting  the  bidding  tonight  on  the 
1913  nickel'.  .  .  1  have  $38,000!  .  .  .  Can  1  hear  $40,000?” 

Aubrey  Bebee,  prominent  numismatist  from  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  bid  $40,000,  and  Kelly  continued,  “1  have  $40,000, 
can  1  get  $42,000?”  A  few  moments  later  Abe  Kosotf, 
standing  together  with  Sol  Kaplan,  bid  $45,000.  Then  came 
the  winning  bid,  $46,000  to  Bebee,  amid  the  applause  and 
cheers  of  the  audience,  now  on  their  feet  and  making  a  mad 
rush  to  the  auction  podium  to  congratulate  the  principals! 

Bebee’s  check  and  his  new  coin  later  went  on  display  for  the 
benefit  ol  all  who  were  not  fortunate  enough  to  have 
witnessed  the  big  sale.  Hundreds  ol  photographs  were  taken  by 
collectors,  and  many  had  their  auction  catalogues  autographed 
by  tbe  principals,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aubrey  Bebee,  James  Kelly, 
and  Betts  McDermott. 

Later,  Bebee  turned  down  successive  offers  of  $56,000, 
$60,000,  and  $75,000  lor  the  coin,  and  an  offered  trade  for  an 
1804  silver  dollar. 

A  1913  Liberty  head  nickel— the  one  we  now  offer  for  sale, 
in  fact— made  headlines  in  1972.  On  October  3rd  of  that  year 
John  B.  Hamrick,  Jr.  and  Warren  Tucker,  officials  ol  World- 
Wide  Coin  Co.,  travelled  to  California  and  paid  dealer  Abe 
Kosoff  $100,000.00  for  the  coin  once  owned  by  Kellv ,  Olsen, 
Mehl,  Farouk,  Hydeman,  and  then  the  California  dealer.  At 
the  same  time,  an  1804  dollar  was  purchased  lor  $80,000.  1  he 
resulting  check  for  $180,000.00  for  the  two  coins,  dated 
October  2,  1972,  was  pictured  in  magazines  and  newspapers  all 
over  America.  The  1913  nickel  then  went  “on  tour  and  was 
exhibited  at  major  conventions.  Thousands  ol  collectors  came 
to  see  this  famous  coin.  In  1974  the  television  series  Hawaii 
Five-0  featured  the  nickel  as  the  theme  ol  one  ol  its  programs. 
Late  in  1974  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries,  which  had  earlier 
purchased  the  1804  dollar  from  World-Wide,  acquired  hall 
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interest  in  the  1913  nickel.  Once  again  the  famous  coin  made 
headlines!

It  seems  probable  that  once  the  specimen  we  offer  has  been 
sold,  it  will  be  a  long,  long  time  until  another  specimen  of  the 
1913  Liberty  head  nickel  appears  on  the  market.

Pricing  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickel  is  difficult.  As  our 
half-interest  in  the  coin  cost  us  in  excess  of  $100,000.00  cash, 
this  would  place  a  theoretical  cost  value  on  the  entire  coin  of 
over  $200,000.00.  Few  would  dispute  that  this  figure  is  a 
bargain,  for  in  1974  a  1907  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief 
$20,  a  coin  of  which  over  a  dozen  are  known  (and  of  which  we 
have  handled  three  in  recent  decades),  sold  at  auction  for 
$200,000,  with  the  buyer,  a  dealer,  stating  that  he  would  have 
gone  to  $250,000,  had  this  been  necessary.  The  1804  silver 
dollar,  a  coin  of  which  15  specimens  are  known,  was  sold  by 
us  from  our  Rare  Coin  Review  No.  21  (where  it  was  listed  at 
$200,00),  and  it  was  reportedly  sold  by  our  client  to  another 
dealer  for  $225,000  —  and  presumably  the  second 

dealer-owner  has  since  sold  it  for  a  profit.  In  Switzerland  in 
1974  a  rare  ancient  coin  sold  to  a  dealer  for  $314,000.  Also  in 
1974  our  friends  at  Paramount  International  Coin  Company 
announced  that  they  turned  down  a  $500,000  offer  for  a  rare 
1907  pattern  gold  coin,  and  stated  that  the  coin  was  worth

"1817/4  overdate  half  dollar.  One  of  two  known  specimens;  the 
other  one  being  a  part  of  the  collection  of  Mr.  Louis  Eliasberg  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  This  specimen  is  a  choice  Extremely  Fine 
example,  identical  in  grade  to  the  Eliasberg  specimen.  The  coin 
offered  here  was  discovered  by  A1  Overton  of  Pueblo,  Colorado, 
several  years  ago.  An  illustration  of  this  piece  appears  as  the  featured 
coin  in  Mr.  Overton’s  supplement  to  Beistle’s  Register  of  U.S.  Half 
Dollar  Die  Varieties.  ” 

The  1817/4  was  A1  Overton’s  favorite  half  dollar  variety.  Al,  a 
friend  of  the  cataloguer  (Q.  David  Bowers)  for  many  years,  often 
discussed  this  piece  and  what  it  meant  to  him.  Of  all  the  coins  which 
passed  through  his  hands  over  the  years— and  this  included  many 
extremely  important  rarities— we  think  it  is  accurate  to  say  that  no 
variety  impressed  him  so  much  as  the  1817/4  half  dollar. 

His  book.  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties,  now  the  standard 
reference  in  the  field,  pictures  the  1817/4  overdate  as  the  cover  coin. 
He  describes  the  1817/4  on  page  100  of  his  reference: 

“The  variety  was  first  reported  in  the  October  1930  issue  of  The 
Numismatist  by  E.T.  Wallis  of  California,  who  listed  it  in  his  1934 
price  list.  For  some  reason  the  coin  he  had  was  never  photographed 
or  attributed,  and  after  the  1934  listing  it  seems  to  have  disappeared 
from  the  public  record.  No  further  mention  has  been  found  of  an 
1817/4  except  for  Charlie  Green’s  brief  comment,  “1  known,”  in  his 
check  list  of  1936  (in  reference  to  the  Wallis  specimen).  The  next 
record,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find,  of  1817/4  was  when  the 
author  [Al  C.  Overton]  purchased  the  Pratt  Collection  in  1952  and 
found  that  it  contained  an  Extremely  Fine  specimen.  Because  the 
overdate  was  so  clear  and  unmistakable  it  was  surprising  that  it  had 
not  been  photographed,  attributed,  or  listed  in  any  of  the  catalogues 
of  United  States  coins  in  use  up  to  that  time  .  .  .  The  next  1817/4  to 
come  to  public  attention  was  eleven  years  later  when  a  specimen 
turned  up  in  California.  Three  other  1817/4  half  dollars  are  now 
known  in  public  collection,  one  more  having  come  to  light  since  my 
first  edition  in  1967.  Total:  five  now  known— 1  EF,  3  VF,  and  1 
r  me.

This  coin  is  of  immense  numismatic  and  historical  significance. 
Mint  Director  Patterson,  upon  examining  Christian  Gobrecht’s 
workmanship  on  the  new  silver  dollar  design,  was  so  pleased  with  it 
that  he  directed  Gobrecht  to  place  his  name  prominently  on  the  die. 
Accordingly,  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  (C[hristian]  Gobrecht  F [ecit J  — 
“fecit”  meaning  “made  it”  in  Latin)  was  placed  on  the  die  in  the 
field  above  the  date  and  below  the  base  of  Liberty.  An  unfavorable 
newspaper  article  appeared  which  criticized  the  “conceit”  of 
Gobrecht  for  placing  his  name  so  conspicuously  on  the  coin. 
Gobrecht’s  feelings  were  hurt,  and  he  insisted  that  his  name  be 
removed  from  the  coin.  Director  Patterson,  still  proud  of  Gobrecht’s 
artistry,  directed  that  the  name  be  relocated  to  a  less  prominent 
place  on  the  base  of  Liberty,  where  it  indeed  did  appear  on  later 
1836  issues. 

It  has  been  several  years  since  an  1836  Gobrecht  dollar  with  name 
in  the  field  has  been  offered  by  us.  The  present  specimen  is  a 
beautiful  Brilliant  Proof  specimen  struck  from  perfect  dies  (without 
cracks).  It  is  difficult  to  evaluate  this  coin.  We  can  say  that  over  the 
years  we  have  had  three  specimens  of  another  very  historical 
coin  — the  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief  $20— and  that  recently  one 
of  these  sold  for  $200,000.00.  During  the  same  span  we  have  had 
perhaps  3  or  4  (including  the  present  coin)  Gobrecht  silver  dollars 
with  name  in  the  field.

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NOTE  ABOUT  MORGAN  AND  PEACE  DOLLAR  GRADING:  We 
grade  the  following  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  according  to  the  Mint 
State  sy  stem.  Mint  State  60  (MS-60)  refers  to  an  Uncirculated  coin  with 
usual  bagmarks  acquired  in  normal  contact  with  other  coins  in  a  mint 
bag.  MS-65  refers  to  a  silver  dollar  with  only  a  few  bagmarks;  a  far 
above  average  coin.  Generally,  MS-65  is  the  highest  realistically 
available  condition.  It  is  equal  to  the  adjectival  description  “ Choice 
Uncirculated.''  MS-70  refers  to  a  hand  selected  dollar  of  exceptionally 
choice  quality;  the  type  of  coin  of  which  there  may  be  only  5  or  10 
pieces,  or  perhaps  none  at  all  (especially  among  branch  mint  issues)  in  a 
mint  bag  of  1,000.  Bagmarks  are  minimal.  Such  a  coin  is  the  finest  of 
its  kind. 

In  instances  in  which  the  obverse  grades,  for  example,  MS-65  and  the 
reverse  grades  MS-70,  a  diagonal  mark  is  used  to  indicate  the  grade  of 
each  side,  with  the  obverse  given  first,  as:  MS-65170.  In  instances  in 
which  the  entire  coin  is  midway  between  two  grades,  MS-65  and  MS-70, 
for  example,  the  coin  is  listed  as  MS-65+.  An  MS-65+  coin  must  be 
regarded  as  a  truly  superlative  example.

lhe  rarity  of  the  aluminum  1863-L  cent,  .1-304,  is  vividly  stated 
by  Dr.  Judd  who  notes  that  just  two  specimens  are  known  to  exist! 

The  1864-L  Proof  bronze  cent,  J-357,  is,  of  course,  one  of 
America  s  classic  rarities,  lhe  Guide  Book  of  ilriited  States  Goins  (cf.

Sale  Sets  Many  Price  Records 

The  Dr.  Curtis  R.  Paxman  Collection  auction  sale  held  on 
November  4,  5,  and  6,  1974,  by  the  American  Auction 
Association  division  of  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  saw  many 
price  records  set  as  enthusiastic  bidders  from  all  over  the  world 
competed  for  the  many  prize  coins  offered. 

A  magnificent  collection  of  United  States  $20  gold  pieces 
started  the  sale.  Among  the  rarities  were  an  1861-0  Very  Fine 
[Lot  18  ]  which  soared  to  $2,000,  an  Extremely  Fine  example 
of  the  1861-S  Paquet  [Lot  19]  which  was  awarded  at  the 
$5,000  mark,  and  a  F-VF  specimen  of  the  elusive  1870-CC 
[Lot  31  |  which  was  eagerly  bid  up  to  $16,000.  A  lovely  ALJ 
1879-0  [Lot  49  |  sold  for  several  multiples  of  catalogue  value 
at  $4,250.  An  Uncirculated  1907  MGMV1I  with  some  bag- 
marks  [Lot  158],  a  coin  which  was  formerly  owned  by 
famous  American  artist  and  illustrator  Maxfield  Parrish, 
fetched  $3,550.  Other  later-date  double  eagles  included  an 
Uncirculated  1908-S  [Lot  109]  which  fetched  double  cata¬ 
logue  or  $2,000,  1926-D  Uncirculated  [Lot  139]  at  $3,400, 
1927-S  Uncirculated  [Lot  142  |  at  $5,000,  and  1929  Uncircu¬ 
lated  [Lot  144]  also  at  $5,000. 

Among  American  copper  coins  a  specimen  of  the  1792 
Washington  half  dollar  with  ornamented  edge  but  with  heavy 
initials  in  the  field  [Lot  173  |  fetched  a  record  $6,300.  Lot 
179,  a  Very  Fine  1793  chain  AMERICA  cent,  brought  $1,700. 
A  pair  of  Uncirculated  1909-S  V.D.B.  cents  [Lots  255  and 
256  |  sold  for  $320  per  coin.  A  toned  Proof  1873  2c  piece 
[Lot  273  |  reached  $600.  Nickel  three-cent  pieces  were  very 
strong.  Leading  the  series  was  Lot  274,  a  Prool  1865  at  $600, 
followed  by  an  Uncirculated  specimen  of  the  same  date  [Lot 
275]  at  a  record  breaking  $160.  A  Proof  1877  shield  nickel 
[Lot  293  |  sold  for  $900  and  a  Proof  of  the  following  year, 
1878  [Lot  294 1,  fetched  $385.  An  Uncirculated  1921-S 
Liberty  nickel  [Lot  300  |  was  enthusiastically  bid  up  to  $385. 
In  the  mint  error  department,  a  rare  1943  Jefferson  nickel  on 
a  pre-wartime  (1938-1942  alloy)  planchet,  Extremely  Fine 
[Lot  304],  found  a  new  home  at  $1,450. 

American  Silver  Coins 

A  lovely  Extremely  Fine  1792  half  disme  with  some  edge 
bumps  [Lot  305]  sold  for  $4,000,  followed  shortly  by  Lot 
308,  >1  I  m>  \  G  1802  half  dime,  at  $4,000.  Among  later  hall 
dimes  a  Proof  1859  [Lot  350 1  sold  for  $400.00  and  an 
I  ru  iri  ulated  1863  [Lot  352]  reached  a  new  level  at  $460.  In 
th*-  dime  series  a  Proof  1859  [Lot  364]  at  $350,  an 
I  ru  in  ulated  1 866  [Lot  370  |  at  a  startling  $580,  a  Proof  1873 
with  arrows  |  Lot  377  | ,  and  an  Uncirculated  1879  [Lot  386] 
at  a  record-smashing  $450  are  worthy  ol  mention.  Uncircu¬ 
lated  and  Proof  Liberty  seated  quarters  did  well  also. 
Highlights  include  1 800  I  ncireulated  [Lot  453  |  at  $575, 


1884  Proof  [Lot  458]  at  $425,  1885  Proof  [Lot  459  |  at 
$400,  1886  Proof  [Lot  460]  at  $400,  and  1889  Uncirculated 
[Lot  464 1  at  $475. 

Next  in  the  Dr.  Curtis  R.  Paxman  Collection  sale  came  a 
detailed  listing  of  early  half  dollars  by  die  varieties.  Choice 
Uncirculated  pieces  did  especially  well:  1813  [Lot  522  |  $370, 
1814  [Lot  523  |  $440,  1832  [Lot  579  |  $420,  and  1833  [Lot 
588]  $590.  Highlights  of  the  Liberty  seated  half  dollar 
series  included  1859  Proof  [Lot  644]  at  $800,  1864  Proof 
[Lot  646]  $525,  1865  Proof  [Lot  647]  $550,  1867  Proof 
[Lot  648  |  $600,  1873  without  arrows,  Proof  [Lot  652  |  $600, 
1873  with  arrows,  Proof  [Lot  653]  $700,  and  1879  Uncircu¬ 
lated  [Lot  661  |  $875.  Top  prices  in  the  later  half  dollar  series 
included  1909  Proof  [Lot  708  |  $600,  1913  Proof  [Lot  713  | 
$575,  1914  Proof  [Lot  715 1  $700,  1915  Proof  [Lot  717  j 
$725,  and  1938-D  Uncirculated  [Lot  724]  $410. 

The  offering  of  silver  dollars  in  the  American  Auction 
Association  event  was  particularly  extensive,  with  duplicates 
and  triplicates  of  certain  rarities  being  represented.  As  is  so 
often  the  case,  such  a  stellar  grouping  attracted  a  great  deal  of 
attention.  In  the  Liberty  seated  series  a  Proof  1858  with 
friction  |Lot  754]  sold  for  a  record  $3,500,  a  Proof  1860 
[Lot  756  |  brought  $1,200,  a  Proof  1865  [Lot  763  |  realized 
$1,400,  a  Proof  1867  [Lot  765  |  $1,500,  and  an  1873  Proof 
[Lot  769  |  changed  hands  for  $1,400. 

Morgan  dollars  in  the  sale  included  many  really  superb 
pieces,  and  the  prices  reflected  the  quality:  1878  8  tail 
feathers,  Proof  (Lot  771 1  $900,  1878  7  tail  feathers,  Proof 
[Lot  773 1  $1,850,  and  many  later  Proofs  in  the  $500  to 
$1,000  range  depending  upon  date  and  quality.  All  eyes  were 
focused  on  George  Bennett,  the  auctioneer,  as  Lots  827,  828, 
and  829  came  up  for  bidding:  three  specimens  of  the  “King  of 
Morgan  Dollars,”  the  rare  and  highly  prized  1895!  The  first 
two  pieces,  each  lovely  Proof  examples,  fetched  $8,400  and 
$8,000.  The  third,  a  Proof  with  hairlines,  sold  for  $7,250! 

Other  United  States  Issues 

In  the  second  evening  of  the  sale  bidders  had  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  acquire  selections  from  a  nice  group  ot  American  gold 
coins.  An  11-piece  commemorative  gold  set  |Lot  963 1 
brought  $8,300,  an  Uncirculated  1872  $3  gold  [Lot  985  j 
fetched  $3,200  .  .  .  and  then  came  Lot  986,  a  Proof  specimen 
of  the  1873  open  3  $3  gold.  This  coin,  a  rare  die  variety, 
catalogues  $4,000  in  the  new  1975  Guide  Book  of  U.S.  Coins. 
However,  the  coin  market  being  what  it  is,  the  consignor 
expressed  the  hope  that  a  price  ol  $10,000  might  be  realized. 
Well,  it  turned  out  that  $10,000  would  have  been  the  bargain 
of  the  evening,  for  it  zoomed  to  a  breathtaking  $2 1 ,000,  or 
over  five  times  catalogue  value! 

A  modest  hut  high-quality  group  ol  currency  attracted 


wide  attention.  A  serial  No.  1  note  of  Friedberg-61a,  $5  Legal 
Tender  of  1862,  in  Fine  grade  [Lot  1111],  brought  $5,000.  A 
$10  Interest  Bearing  Note,  F-19  [Lot  1113],  realized  $3,100 
on  a  $3,500  bid.  Two  notes  with  personally  countersigned 
autographs  of  Carmi  Thompson,  $1  F-231  [Lot  1118]  and  $2 
F-254  [Lot  1120],  brought  $750  each. 

Hounding  out  the  second  evening’s  session  was  an  illustrious 
offering  ot  numismatic  books,  periodicals,  auction  catalogues 
and  other  printed  matter.  These  did  so  well  that  one  leading 
dealer  who  attended  the  sale  was  prompted  to  remark  “I  think 
I  w  ill  sell  all  of  my  coins  and  go  into  the  numismatic  book 
business!”  Sample  prices  include:  1882  Chapman  catalogue  of 
the  Bushnell  Collection  [Lot  1211]  $125,  1895  Chapman 
catalogue  of  the  Winsor  Collection  [Lot  1214  |  $190,  1906 
Chapman  catalogue  of  the  Harlan  P.  Smith  Collection  [Lot 
1219]  $230,  1907  Stickney  sale  [Lot  1221  |  $280,  1914 
Parsons  sale  [Lot  1233]  $280,  and  the  Chapman  sale  of  the 
Jenks  Collection  in  1921  [Lot  1242]  $550.  A  group  of  108 
different  B.  Max  Mehl  catalogues  [Lot  1264]  startled  all  in 
attendance  by  selling  for  a  dazzling  $  1,250.  Shortly  thereafter 
a  large  group  of  duplicate  Mehl  catalogues  [Lot  1266  |  left  this 
figure  behind  and  sold  for  $2,400! 

Coins  of  Poland 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  November  6th,  the  Rev.  Henry  , J. 
Nagorka  Collection  of  Polish  coins,  an  illustrious  group  which 
was  incorporated  into  the  large  catalogue  of  the  Dr.  Curtis  R. 
Paxman  Collection,  came  up  for  bidding.  Not  since  the 
American  Auction  Association  offering  ol  the  unprecedented 
Stanislaw  Herstal  Collection  (February  1974)  had  such  an 
extensive  group  come  on  the  market.  The  collection  included 
ancient  and  medieval  coins  from  countries  once  associated 
with  Polish  territory.  Over  400  lots  went  under  the  auction¬ 
eer’s  hammer  to  specialists  from  all  over  the  world. 

A  silver  argenteus  of  Maximianus  (286-305  A.D.)  [Lot 
1289]  brought  $1,050.  A  1629  Brandthaler  of  Thorn,  struck 
in  memory  of  the  defense  of  Thorn  against  Swedish  forces 
[Lot  1337]  brought  $1,150.  A  1644-GR  show  taler  of  Danzig 
[Lot  1344]  found  a  buyer  at  $1,600,  while  a  1642  silver 
commemorative  medal  of  Danzig  [Lot  1348]  fetched  $2,000. 
A  1667  l.D.L.  2  ducats  of  Thorn  [Lot  1351  |  brought  $2,000, 
a  1733  double  taler  of  Saxony  [Lot  1415]  $1,650,  and  a  1697 
coronation  two-ducat  piece  of  Saxony  [Lot  1418]  $1,300. 
Many  other  pieces  throughout  the  Polish  offering  sold  for  $50 
to  $500. 

Ancient  Coins  and  Coins  of  the  World 

The  last  session  of  the  Dr.  Curtis  R.  Paxman  Collection  sale 
got  underway  at  7  P.M.  on  November  6th.  Proceedings  started 
with  a  choice  group  of  ancient  gold  coins.  Highlights:  Gold 
stater  of  Alexander  the  Great,  Extremely  Fine  [Lot  1720] 
$2,800;  gold  stater  of  Lysimachus,  Very  Fine  and  weakly 
struck  [Lot  1721]  $2,900;  gold  aureus  of  Tiberius,  the  famed 
“tribute  penny  ”  in  gold.  Nearly  VF  [Lot  1  724  |  $1,900;  gold 
aureus  of  Claudius,  Very  Fine  plus  [Lot  1725]  $2,300;  and  a 
gold  solidus  of  Constantine  I,  the  Great  [Lot  1726  |  $4,000. 

Among  other  ancient  co[ns  a  silver  stater  of  Sybaris,  circa 
550-510  B.C.,  Extremely  Fine  [Lot  1740  |  fetched  $2,250;  a 
silver  tetradrachm  ol  Catana,  weakly  struck  VF  [Lot  1743] 
brought  $2,250;  a  silver  tetradrachm  of  Syracuse,  Very  Fine 
[Lot  1745  |  $1,700;  a  silver  tetradrachm  of  Cyme,  mint  state 
[Lot  1 760  |  $1,650;  and  a  bronze  sestertius  ol  Julia  Mamea, 
Rome  |  Lot  1 798  |  at  $330. 


An  exquisite  collection  of  medals  by  the  Renaissance 
sculptor  Sebastian  Dadler  (1586-1657)  included  over  a  dozen 
artistic  masterpieces.  Highlights  were  a  1634  Swedish  five-taler 
medal  commemorating  the  second  anniversary  of  the  death  of 
Gustavus  Adolph  on  9  December  1632  [Lot  1814  |  at  $1,320; 
a  medal  of  the  Netherlands  to  commemorate  the  arrival  of 
Mary  Stuart  of  Nassau-Orange  in  Holland  in  1640  [Lot  1815] 
at  $1,100;  a  1642  silver  medal  of  Danzig,  struck  to  honor  King 
Ladislaus  IV  of  Poland  [Lot  1817  |  $1,400;  a  1650  satirical 
medal  of  the  Netherlands  [Lot  1819]  at  $900;  and  a 
magnificent  medal  commemorating  the  Peace  ol  Westminster 
in  1654  [Lot  1821]  at  $1,250. 

Then  followed  a  collection  of  1876-dated  coins  ol  the  world 
which  attracted  wide  interest.  And  then  came  one  ol  the 
highlights  of  the  entire  sale:  Lot  1894,  a  pair  ol  Australian 
coins  consisting  of  the  Proof  halfpenny  and  penny  ol  1930. 
The  consignor,  Dr.  Curtis  R.  Paxman,  considered  these  to  be 
the  highlight  of  his  collection.  The  pair  was  estimated  to  bring 
in  the  $13,000  range.  Bidding  opened  at  $7,500  and  went 
quickly  to  $8,000,  then  to  $8,250,  $8,500,  and  through  a 
sequence  of  bids,  past  the  $10,000  mark.  Within  a  minute  the 
$13,000  estimate  was  left  behind,  and  the  lot  was  in  new  price 
territory.  $15,000,  now  $15,250,  $15,500,  $15,750,  and  on  to 
$16,000.  Then  past  $17,000.  On  to  $18,000,  then  a  pause. 
“$18,000!  Do  I  hear  $18,250?,”  cried  the  auctioneer.  For  a 
moment  it  seemed  that  $18,000  was  to  be  the  final  figure,  but 
it  wasn’t  quite.  Then  came  a  $18,250  bid,  then  on  to  $18,500, 
and  then  to  the  final  bid:  “Going,  going,  gone!  Sold  for 
$18,750!”  A  new  world’s  record  was  set! 

Soon  thereafter  followed  Lot  1895,  a  six-piece  1934 
Melbourne  Proof  set  at  $800;  Lot  1902,  a  seven-piece  1938 
Proof  set  at  $1,750;  and  Lot  1904,  a  Proof  Australian  Perth 
penny  at  a  record-smashing  $2,300.  Other  Australian  scarcities 
and  rarities  likewise  set  new  price  levels. 

Among  other  coins  of  the  world  there  were  many  highlights. 
Some  of  them:  Undated  triple  taler  of  Tirol,  Abt.  VF  [Lot 
1950]  $2,200;  1858  Canada  20c  Uncirculated  with  some 
handling  marks  [Lot  1965  |  $500;  1911  Canada  50c  EF-AU 
[Lot  1973]  $750;  1948  Canada  $1  BU  [Lot  19871  $1,400; 
Kweichow  Province  (China)  Automobile  dollar,  1928,  EF  [Lot 
2012]  $440;  German  1904-A  5  marks  of  Mecklenberg- 
Schwerin,  Proof  [Lot  2026]  $350;  Papal  States  (Italy)  1693 
hall  scudo,  EF  [Lot  2073]  $320;  1971  Mauritius  10  rupees, 
Proof  [Lot  2089]  $335;  1933  New  Zealand  five-piece  Proof 
set  [Lot  2099]  $370;  the  beautiful  and  rare  1935  New 
Zealand  Waitangi  Proof  set  [Lot  2100  |  $1650;  the  extremely 
rare  1937  New  Zealand  Proof  set  [Lot  2101]  $3,100;  and  a 
1759  Russian  ruble  of  St.  Petersburg,  EF  [Lot  2107]  at  $300. 

Gold  coins  of  the  world  included  an  1898-A  Austrian  gold 
ducat,  Uncirculated  [Lot  2140  |  at  $435;  an  undated  (1919) 
Chinese  5-yuan  in  AU  grade  [Lot  2148]  at  $875;  a  half  talari 

1889-EE  (1897)  of  Ethiopia,  struck  in  gold  [Lot  2153]  at 

$1,550;  a  1678  British  5-guinea  piece,  VF  [Lot  2162 1  at 

$4,000;  a  1688  British  5-guinea  piece,  VF  [Lot  2163]  at 

$4,000;  a  1701  British  guinea,  EF  [Lot  2164  |  at  $800;  a  1825 
British  gold  sovereign,  BU  [Lot  2166]  at  $750;  a  1731 
Netherlands  (West  Friesland)  2-ducat  piece,  EF-AU  [Lot 
2185|  at  $925;  and  a  Spanish  1811  80  reales  of  Madrid,  EF 
[Lot  2195]  at  $1,250.

We  invite  our  readers  to  submit  questions  pertaining  to  any  aspect  of 
numismatics  within  the  purview  of  this  catalogue.  The  questions  of  the 
most  general  interest  will  appear  in  this  column. 

QUESTION:  I  am  considering  collecting  early  silver  dollars  and  am 
trying  to  formulate  the  limits  of  my  collection.  The  “Guide  Book”  lists 
many  varieties  with  recut  letters  and  other  features.  Is  it  customary  to 
include  such  varieties  in  a  complete  collection.  Are  there  any  varieties 
which  are  not  listed  in  the  “Guide  Book”  which  should  be  added  to  my 
want  list? - H.E.P.,  Winnetka,  Illinois 

ANSWER:  The  listing  in  the  Guide  Book  was  compiled  from  M.H. 
Bolender’s  The  Early  United  States  Silver  Dollars  from  1794  to  1803. 
The  listing  of  silver  dollars  is  unusually  detailed— but  is  simpler  than  it 
was  in  the  Guide  Book  a  few  editions  ago.  As  we  see  it,  silver  dollars  of 
the  1794-1804  years  (and  we  presume  that  by  “early”  this  is  the  range 
of  interest  to  you)  can  be  collected  the  following  ways: 

(1)  By  major  design  types.  Such  a  collection  would  consist  of  just 
three  coins:  I.  The  1794-1795  flowing  hair  style;  II.  The  1795-1798 
style  with  draped  bust  obverse  and  small  eagle  reverse;  III.  The 
1798-1804  style  with  heraldic  eagle  reverse.  A  group  such  as  this  is  the 
goal  of  the  type  set  collector. 

(2)  A  collection  by  dates  and  major  varieties.  Such  a  collection 
would  include  the  following  coins:  1794,  1795  flowing  hair  type,  1795 
small  eagle  type,  1796,  1797  stars  9x7,  1797  stars  10x6,  1798  small 
eagle  reverse  and  with  13  stars  on  obverse,  1798  small  eagle  reverse  and 
with  15  stars  on  obverse  (Note:  for  some  curious  reason  the  Guide 
Book  lumps  the  preceding  two  coins  under  a  single  “13  or  15  stars 
obverse”  listing;  actually  the  two  should  be  separated  as  they  are  major 
varieties),  1798  heraldic  eagle  reverse,  1799/8  overdate,  1799,  1800, 
1801,  1802/1  overdate,  1802, 1803,  and  1804. 

The  1794  is  a  major  rarity  and  the  1804  is  a  super  rarity,  so  it  is  only 
the  advanced  collector  with  good  finances  who  can  afford  these  two 
dates.  The  other  varieties  are  obtainable  at  reasonable  prices.  As  noted, 
the  1798  15-star  obverse  coin  with  small  eagle  reverse  is  a  sleeper  and  is 
one  of  the  most  underpriced  coins  among  early  dollars  listed  in  the 
Guide  Book. 

(3)  A  collection  by  dates,  major  varieties,  and  minor  varieties.  By 
minor  varieties  we  mean  those  listed  in  the  Guide  Book— pieces  such  as 
1802  narrow  date,  1802  wide  date,  1803  with  large  3  in  date,  1803 
with  small  3  in  date,  etc.  This  collection  can  be  carried  even  further. 
The  aforementioned  Bolender  book  lists  dollars  by  individual  die 
differences.  For  example,  there  are  five  different  minor  die  varieties  of 
the  1803  small  3  dollar. 


QUESTION:  Is  there  any  book  which  lists  die  varieties  of  commemo¬ 
rative  half  dollars?  I  remember  that  in  one  of  your  auction  catalogues 
you  described  die  varieties  of  1900  Lafayette  silver  dollars,  for 
example. - I.U.S.,  Grosse  Pointe  Farms,  Michigan 

ANSWER:  So  far  as  we  know,  no.  Although  our  catalogues  have 
described  varieties  from  time  to  time  and  although  they  have  been 
mentioned  occasionally  elsewhere  in  the  numismatic  press,  there  has 
never  been  a  serious  study  of  commemorative  coin  die  varieties.  We 
doubt  if  there  ever  will  be  a  grass-roots  interest  in  collecting  minor  die 
varieties  in  this  series,  but  such  a  study  would  be  interesting  for 
historical  reasons. 

There  are  a  number  of  different  die  varieties,  including  recut  dates, 
of  the  1892  and  1893  Columbian  half  dollars,  die  varieties  are  known 
of  the  1900  Lafayette  dollar,  and  varieties-actually  unfinished  die 
trials  in  this  instance— are  known  of  the  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  50c  and 
gold  dollar  (these  lack  the  S  mintmark).  Undoubtedly  there  are  others. 
In  addition,  there  are  a  number  of  die  states.  For  example,  most 
genuine  1922  Grant  half  dollars  with  obverse  star  show  a  diebreak-like 
flaw  at  Grant’s  necktie.  All  1926  Sesquicentennial  $2Vi  pieces  show  a 
fingerprint-like  die  pattern  in  the  field  of  the  reverse,  to  our  knowledge. 
A  number  of  other  such  curiosities  could  be  cited  as  well. 
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QUESTION:  I  have  $1,000  to  spend,  and  I  would  like  you  to 
recommend  rare  coins  which  can  double  within  the  next  year.  Can  you 
send  me  a  list  of  suggestions?  I  have  contacted  several  other  dealers  as 
well,  and  I  will  give  my  business  to  the  dealer  who  gives  me  the  best 
recommendations. - B.G.,  Chicago,  Illinois 

ANSWER:  Dear  B.G.,  We  wish  you  luck!  It  would  be  interesting  to 
read  some  of  the  other  recommendations  you  receive.  In  our  experience 
we  have  found  that  the  most  consistent  profits  have  been  made  by 
investors  who  consider  the  long  term  and  buy  with  the  idea  of  holding 
their  coins  for  five  to  ten  years  or  more.  We  doubt  if  any  responsible 
dealer  will  seriously  give  you  recommendations  for  coins  which  will 
double  within  a  year.  We  recommend  that  you  buy  a  copy  of  Q.  David 
Bowers’  High  Profits  From  Rare  Coin  Investment  (for  $3.95;  see  the 
book  section  of  this  issue),  for  we  think  you  need  it!  On  second 
thought,  to  help  you  save  as  much  of  your  $1,000  as  possible,  we  are 
sending  you  a  copy  with  our  compliments  with  the  proviso  that  you 
read  it. 


HISTORICAL  NOTE:  Leonard  Goldstein  of  Winthrop,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  writes: 

I  am  writing  a  term  paper  for  a  history  course  in  college.  In  my 
research  I  found  an  article  in  the  Boston  Gazette.  As  I  have  read  your 
past  writings,  I  think  you  would  be  interested.  It  is  as  follows: 

“HOARD  OF  SILVER  MONEY.  We  hear  from  Salem  [Massachu¬ 
setts]  that  on  Friday  last  a  servant  of  William  Brown,  Esquire,  the 
youngest  surviving  son  of  the  Honorable  Colonel  Brown,  deceased,  in 
freeing  a  cellar  of  his  from  water  and  rubbish,  struck  his  spade  against 
an  earthen  jar  of  silver  buried  in  a  hole,  wherein  was  five  jars  more, 
containing  together  one  thousand  ninety-three  ounces  of  silver  of 
several  species,  among  which  was  about  six-thousand  New  England 
shillings  scarcely  discolour’d.” 

The  article  appeared  on  either  11  or  18  July  1737.  I  hope  this  helps 
you  with  your  research.  By  the  way,  I  went  by  your  bourse  table 
several  times  at  the  American  Numismatic  Association  show  in  Boston 
in  1973.  You  had  some  nice  coins!  Working  my  way  through  college,  I 
can  only  dream. - Sincerely,  Leonard  Goldstein. 


QUESTION:  I  have  been  following  your  writing  for  quite  some  time 
now,  and  I  wonder  if  I  can  ask  your  professional  opinion  about  a  coin  I 
have  recently  purchased.  I  have  a  Proof  1895  Barber  dime  and  wonder 
why  it  is  worth  so  much,  with  it  being  the  4th  highest  mintage  Barber 
dime  in  Proof  condition.  Could  it  be  because  some  were  melted  down? 

Can  you  inform  me  of  the  true  reason  for  this  coin’s  value? - G.S., 

Blasdell,  New  York 

ANSWER:  The  value  of  the  1895  Proof  Barber  dime  is  not 
predicated  upon  the  mintage  in  Proof  condition  but,  rather,  is  based 
upon  the  fact  that  the  1895  Philadelphia  Mint  Barber  dime  is  rare  in 
other  grades  from  Good  through  Uncirculated.  It  is  the  scarcity  in  other 
grades  which  makes  it  rare  as  a  date— and  drives  up  the  price  of  Proofs. 
The  precise  same  thing  happens  with  the  1895  Proof  silver  dollar. 
Taken  as  a  Proof  alone,  with  a  mintage  of  880  pieces  the  1895  silver 
dollar  is  not  particularly  rarer  than  many  other  Proofs  of  that  decade. 
However,  there  is  a  much  greater  demand  for  it  as  people  need  the  1895 
Proof  to  fill  the  1895  slot  in  their  sets— for  1895  dollars  in  other  grades 
are  usually  not  available. 

So  far  as  we  know,  no  Proof  Barber  dimes  were  melted  down.  The 
mintage  figures  given  in  the  Guide  Book  seem  to  be  correct-based 
upon  the  frequency  of  distribution  of  the  various  dates  which  pass 
through  our  hands.  There  is  an  anomaly,  however,  with  the  year  1892. 
The  mintage  figure  of  1,245  Proofs  would  indicate  that  this  issue  is 
considerably  more  plentiful  than  any  other  Proof  Barber  dime. 
However,  in  actual  practice  this  is  not  the  case.  Our  guess  is  that  during 
1892,  the  first  year  of  the  Barber  design,  additional  Proofs  were 
distributed  outside  of  numismatic  channels  perhaps  to  politicians, 
newspaper  editors,  etc.  (a  common  practice  at  the  Mint)  to  acquaint 
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others  with  the  new  dime  style.  These  other  pieces  would  have  been 
carelessly  handled,  spent,  or  would  have  met  many  other  fates  in 
subsequent  years,  for  the  coins  would  not  have  been  given  the  care  that 
a  collector  would  have  lavished  on  them.  In  any  event,  today  the  1892 
date  is  slightly  more  plentiful  than,  for  example,  1893,  1894,  or  1895, 
but  not  significantly  more  plentiful. 


FOLLOW-UP:  In  response  to  an  article  about  unanswered  numis¬ 
matic  questions— part  of  our  “Numismatic  Depth  Study”  column  in 
“Coin  World,”  well-known  numismatic  scholar  Robert  W.  Julian  has 
written  with  regard  to  the  unusually  high  mintages  of  Proof  gold  dollars 
in  the  1880’s.  Beginning  in  1884  the  mintages  of  Proof  gold  dollars 
jumped  five-fold  or  more.  At  the  same  time,  mintages  of  $10,  $20,  and 
other  Proof  gold  coins  was  not  affected.  What  happened  to  cause  this 
great  spurt  of  interest  in  Proof  gold  dollars?  Robert  W.  Julian’s  answer 
is  interesting: 

“When  1  wrote  to  you  some  months  ago  1  noted  that  1  would 
examine  the  records  for  the  enormous  gold  dollar  Proof  mintages  of  the 
1880’s  and  would  send  you  the  results. 

I  received  a  rather  unpleasant  surprise  while  searching  for  these 
records.  They  no  longer  exist  except  in  fragments.  1  discovered  that  in 
1925  all  letters  ordering  medals  or  Proof  coins  between  1861  and  about 
1915  or  1920  were  ordered  destroyed  along  with  the  appropriate  letters 
and  journals.  A  few  of  the  medal  books  were  missed,  but  the 
destruction  of  Proof  coin  orders  and  ledgers  was  more  than  99% 
complete. 

The  only  avenue  of  research  for  this  area  is  the  copies  of  letters  sent, 
which  were  mostly  kept.  These,  however,  reflect  only  business  carried 
on  with  persons  outside  of  Philadelphia.  The  superintendent  of  the 
mint  was  deluged  with  orders  for  gold  dollars  beginning  in  the  early 
1880’s.  These  were  primarily  for  circulation  strikes  and  not  Proofs. 
However,  since  the  number  of  pieces  coined  for  circulation  was 
deliberately  small  (because  of  the  heavy  coinage  of  silver  dollars)  the 
superintendent  suggested  to  the  applicants  that  they  purchase  Proof 
dollars  (at  $1.25  each)  instead.  The  larger  orders  for  Proofs  noted 
seemed  to  go  mostly  to  banks  and  were  usually  for  50  or  100  pieces. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  A.L.  Snowden,  attributed  this 
deluge  of  orders  to  the  jewelry  craze  then  sweeping  America.  In  his 
letters  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  concerning  the  demand  for  gold 
dollars,  no  other  cause  was  mentioned.  The  $3  gold  denomination  was 
occasionally  discussed  as  were  quarter  eagles.  He  also  mentioned  that 
speculators  were  buying  gold  dollars  and  reselling  them  at  a  profit  to 
jewelers  and  others. 

I  regret  that  the  above  is  not  quite  what  I  had  in  mind  sending  you 
originally,  but  the  information  simply  no  longer  exists.  Enclosed, 
however,  is  a  copy  of  a  document  dealing  with  Proof  coins  that  I  hope 
you  will  find  interesting.  With  respect  to  the  unnamed  clerk,  I  am  not 
as  yet  certain  what  happened  to  him,  but  the  medal  clerk  (presumably 
the  same  one)  is  recorded  as  having  been  “removed”  prior  to  February 
28,  1887,  as  on  that  date  someone  else  was  applying  for  the  position.  I 
hope  this  proves  of  some  interest! 

So  ends  Robert  W.  Julian’s  letter  to  us.  The  “document  dealing  with 
Proof  coins”  he  mentions  is  indeed  interesting  and  is  reprinted  below.  It 
is  in  the  form  of  a  sworn  statement  by  Harlan  P.  Smith,  one  of 
America’s  most  prominent  numismatists  of  the  period. 

“Harlan  P.  Smith,  being  duly  sworn,  says  that  he  resides  in  the  City 
of  New  York  and  that  he  called  on  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  in 
June  1886  and  went  to  the  Coin  and  Medal  Clerk  and  requested  to  be 
furnished  with  a  Proof  gold  dollar  of  the  current  year.  The  clerk  opened 


a  small  writing  desk  and  took  out  a  round  paper  box  which  contained 
numerous  gold  Proofs.  He  scraped  them  over  with  his  fingers  and 
rubbed  them  together,  upon  which  proceeding  deponent  looked  with 
utter  astonishment  as  it  defaced  the  coin  with  pin  marks  and  scratches. 
Deponent  had  always  believed  and  still  believes  that  Proof  coins  are 
struck  by  the  government  for  the  benefit  of  coin  collectors  who  are 
required  to  pay  a  premium  for  such  perfect  coins,  and  that  from  the 
improper  manner  in  which  they  were  handled  by  this  clerk  they  were 
blemished  and  therefore  collectors  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  pay  a 
premium  for  such  ignorance  and  incompetency  displayed  by  the  clerk 
in  charge  of  that  department. 

“Deponent  turther  states  that  the  clerk  informed  him  that  there  were 
no  Proof  gold  dollars  to  be  had,  and  that  he  then  requested  to  be 
furnished  with  two  silver  Proof  sets  and  twenty  minor  Proof  sets,  and 
when  said  request  was  made  the  clerk  made  some  remark  which  left  the 
impression  in  deponent’s  mind  that  the  clerk  was  conferring  a  great 
favor  upon  him  and  acted  as  though  he  owned  the  entire  Mint  and  the 
contents  thereof.  Deponent  therefore  claims  that  the  government 
should  not  employ  clerks  unless  they  are  fully  competent  for  such 
position  and  said  clerk,  having  been  shown  to  be  clearly  incompetent, 
should  be  removed.  6th  day  of  December  1886. - H.P.  Smith.” 


QUESTION:  I  am  studying  Lincoln  cent  prices  and  am  curious  about 
discrepancies  concerning  1909-S  V.D.B.  and  1914-D.  Why  is  1909  S 
V.D.B.  more  expensive  in  lower  grades  but  cheaper  in  Uncirculated 
grade  than  1914-D? - D.A.F-A,  York,  Pennsylvania 

ANSWER:  Of  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  cent  484,000  were  minted.  Of  the 
1914-D  cent  1,193,000  were  coined.  In  worn  grades  the  prices  are  as 
they  should  be:  1909-S  V.D.B.  is  considerably  higher  than  1914-D.  The 
Guide  Book  lists  1909-S  V.D.B.  at  $92.50  Good,  $110.00  Very  Good, 
and  $120.00  Fine.  1914-D  is  listed  at  $33.00  Good,  $40.00  Very  Good, 
and  $50.00  Fine.  This  indicates  that  in  grades  from  Good  to  Fine  the 
two  coins  are  priced  roughly  in  proportion  to  their  original  mintages. 

In  Uncirculated  grade  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  catalogues  $225.00  (but 
sells  for  a  bit  more  in  the  marketplace)  and  the  1914-D  catalogues 
$560.00  (and  also  sells  for  more).  The  reason  that  1909-S  V.D.B. 
catalogues  for  less  is  that  the  coin  was  produced  during  the  first  year  of 
issue  of  the  Lincoln  cent  design,  and  due  to  the  novelty  of  the  new 
style  inordinately  large  numbers  were  saved  as  souvenirs  by  the  public. 
When  the  1914-D  cent  was  issued,  few  or  no  coins  were  saved  by  the 
public,  and  the  only  Uncirculated  coins  now  in  the  hands  of 
numismatists  are  the  relatively  few  which  were  set  aside  for  collection 
or  investment  purposes  by  numismatists  at  the  time  of  issue. 


QUESTION:  What  do  the  indications  AV,  AR,  and  AE  signify  in 
ancient  coin  listings? - R.A.Z.,  Frankfurt-am-Main,  Germany 

ANSWER:  All  three  are  abbreviations  of  metals  used  in  coinage:  AV 
or  All  are  the  first  two  letters  of  the  Latin  word  for  gold,  aurum.  When 
a  mixture  of  gold  and  silver  occurs  (normally  a  mixture  on  early  archaic 
Greek  coinage)  the  letters  EL  are  used  to  indicate  electrum.  AR  stands 
for  argentum,  the  Latin  term  for  silver. 

AE  can  describe  any  of  a  number  of  alloys  for  copper  (i.e.,  brass 
[orichalcum],  bronze,  or  copper  itself)  utilized  in  coinage.  When  used 
in  conjunction  with  Greek  numismatics  the  abbreviation  “AE”  is 
usually  followed  by  a  number  indicating  the  diameter  in  millimeters. 
During  the  late  Roman  Empire  the  following  system  is  used  to  discern 
the  various,  otherwise  nameless,  denominations:  AE  1  =  25  millimeters 
or  larger  in  diameter;  AE  2  =  21  to  21  millimeters;  AE  3  =  17  to  20 
millimeters;  AE  4=16  millimeters  or  smaller.

Greek  fractional  silver ,  or  small  divisions  of  the  drachm,  were 
minted  so  tiny  as  to  cause  great  wonderment  in  their  preservation. 
We  are  told  the  ancient  Greeks  formed  small  “ pockets ”  inside  their 
cheeks  in  which  to  carry  these  miniscule  coins.  Their  clarity  of  design 
is  due  to  the  utilization  of  magnifying  lenses  by  the  die  engravers.  A 
possible  explanation  of  their  “ raison  d’etre”  could  be  in  the  value  of 
coins  to  the  ancients:  it  was  exceedingly  important  that  precious 
metals  be  used  and  token  currency  avoided  (AE  coinage  wasn’t 
minted  until  c.  400  B.C. ).  A  small  piece  of  something  valuable  was 
worth  more  [and  isn’t  it  still?]  than  a  large  piece  of  insignificance!

The  coinage  of  Parthia  is  one  of  great  interest  historically, 
epigraphically,  and  artistically ,  but  unfortunately  most  that  we  know 
of  this  kingdom,  situated  in  what  is  today  Iran,  is  gleaned  from 
Roman  sources.

The  earliest  group  of  coins  comes  from  Persia,  the 
majority  having  been  minted  under  King  Darius  I,  521-485  B.  C. 
This  famous  ruler  divided  his  extensive  empire  into  twenty  satrapies 
and  extracted  tribute  payment  from  each,  creating  at  this  time  a 
Persian  Imperial  coinage  consisting  of  the  silver  siglos  and  the  gold 
daric.  The  standard  obverse  type  is  the  king  facing  right,  in  a 
kneeling-running  attitude,  holding  bow  and  spear;  the  reverse 
displays  an  oblong  rectangular  incuse.  Because  of  the  riches  of  the 
Persian  Empire,  the  need  and  the  esteem  in  which  they  were  held, 
these  ancient  coins  saw  much  circulation;  all  except  a  very  few  of 
our  specimens  offered  here  exhibit  the  typical  countermarks— 
interesting  in  themselves,  as  they  show  the  great  lengths  of  time 
these  coins  were  used  and  the  distances  they  traveled. 

Our  silver  sigloi  of  Persia  are  in  typical  G-VG  condition  and, 
though  worn,  provide  a  tangible  link  with  the  ancient  Persian 
civilization.  Each  coin  is  priced  at  $12.50,  with  a  few  better- 
condition  (Fine)  specimens  available  at  $50.00  each. 

Lot  H-2.  The  small  bronzes  minted  in  Palestine  are  commonly 
known  as  leptons  (a  term  still  used  for  modern  Greek  coinage)  or 
mites.  This  latter  term  is  mentioned  in  the  Bible  (King  James 
version): 

Mark  12:59—“.  .  .  and  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow 
and  she  threw  in  two  mites,  which  make  a  farthing.  .  . 

Luke  12:59— “I  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not  depart  thence,  till 
thou  has  paid  the  very  last  mite.” 

Today  numismatists  usually  catalogue  these  by  their  diameter  (for 
instance:  AE  14,  a  bronze,  fourteen  millimeters  in  diameter). 

We  offer  these  crudely  struck  (as  is  typical)  bronzes  issued  under 
Alexander  Yannai  and  Hyrcanus  II  (Hasmonaean  dynasty)  in  Fine 
condition  for  $23  each,  VG-Fine  for  $15  each,  and  VG  for  $8  each. 
These  coins  were  minted  in  103-40  B.  C.  and  were  therefore 
circulating  in  the  Holy  Land  during  the  ministry  of  Christ. 


Lot  H-3.  Roman  Egyptian  coinage  combines  Greek  inscriptions, 
busts  of  Roman  emperors  on  the  obverse,  and  Egyptian  deities  often 
portrayed  on  the  reverse.  Such  coins  (also  known  as  Alexandrian 
coinage)  circulated  only  within  Roman  Egypt  (in  contrast  with 
Roman  Imperial  silver  and  gold  coinage,  which  was  used  in  all 
provinces)  and  were  standardized  on  the  Greek  system  of  drachms 
and  their  fractions.  Almost  all  Roman  Egyptian  coins  are  dated  by 
regnal  years,  for  each  emperor:  an  “L”  (from  a  stylized  “L” 
appearing  in  early  hieroglyphics,  indicating  year)  precedes  the  Greek 
letter-numeral,  signifying  the  year  minted.  For  example,  if  in  the 
reverse  field  one  finds  the  letters  “LIB”  on  a  tetradrachm  of 
Gallienus,  this  would  indicate  that  the  coin  was  struck  in  the  twelfth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Gallienus  (1  =  10,  B  =  2).  The  following  Greek 
letters  have  these  numerical  equivalents:

During  the  third  century  A.  D.,  the  main  denomination  was  the 
bronze  tetradrachm,  which  we  offer  here,  in  Very  Fine  condition, 
mainly  under  the  reigns  of  Probus  and  Diocletian,  for  $9  each,  or  2 
for  $17,  or  3  for  $25.

These 
are  called  “Royal"  or  presentation  pieces  and  cfre  very  rare.  Most  cobs 
are  irregular,  dumpy,  holed  (or  all  three).  As  crude  as  they  all  are,  they 
are  fascinating  survivors  of  colonial  expansion  in  the  Americas.

97  and  with  lower  relief)  was  struck  at  the  Scovill  Manufacturing 
Co.  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut.  4,286  were  minted.  The  right  star  is 
lower  than  the  date  and  the  coin  bears  the  initial  “H”  on  the  reverse. 
The  die  broke  at  this  point  and  new  dies  for  Type  3  were  prepared. 
4,856  were  issued  from  the  newly  cut  die.  This  type  has  the  star  above 
the  baseline  of  the  date  without  initial  on  the  reverse.  And  so,  we  have

First  Empire,  1822-1823 

lturbide,  under  orders  from  the  Spanish ,  led  an  expedition  in 
December  1820  to  crush  the  rebel  forces.  Instead  of  fighting  the  rebels, 
he  joined  their  cause  and  named  himself  as  their  leader.  Under  his 
leadership,  Mexico  was  freed  and  he  then  placed  himself  as  the  head  of 
the  government.  Her  was  proclaimed  Emperor  of  Mexico  in  1822  but 
was  forced  to  abdicate  a  year  later,  in  March  of  1823.  The  coinage  of 
this  period  is  very  scarce  and  has  always  been  extremely  popular.  We 
offer  the  following  select  specimens  for  your  collecting  pleasure.

PHILIPPINES 

/  his  series  has  been  one  of  our  favorites.  The  early  coinage  (when  the 
Philippines  were  under  Spanish  control)  is  a  relatively  short,  but  very 
elusive,  series.

Spanish  Philippines 

Separatists  movements  against  Spain  began  in  the  colonies  around 
I  RIO.  Most  of  the  coinage  used  in  the  Philippines  during  this  period 
were  from  Mexico  and  South  America.  Spanish  authorities  were 
fearful  that  usage  of  the  insurgent  countries  coinage  would  "imply 
that  they  were  recognized  by  Spain.  And  so,  in  1828,  the  famous 


M  \NILA  counterstamp  (which  we  are  proud  to  offer  in  this  listing)  was 
first  used  in  an  attempt  to  obliterate  the  original  designs  on  the  rebel 
coinage.  The  machinery  used  in  this  process  broke  in  1830  and  this 
counterstamp  was  discontinued.  The  coins  we  now  offer  you  (along 
with  the  1828  specimen)  were  the  issues  that  followed  with  the  smaller 
simplified  die.
